“Get up and help yourself; we will 
lend you money and take your stuff 
at whatever price the ‘economic test’ 
justifies.” 
Such bunk! 
The case is clear that neither the 
present Congress, nor its newly con­ 
stituted farm board, is any friend of 
the farmer. 
They are his devouring 
enemy. 
The real remedy is a new Con­ 
gress. elected and instructed by the 
working and producing classes to 
frame a real goverment money sys­ 
tem which can be used for their good. 
It seems so foolish to expect relief 
in a legislative way, from the agents 
of money making and money lend­ 
ing corporations. By these, Congress 
seems to be usually dominated.
